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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed on February 25, 2004 have been fully considered but 

they are not persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Melvill fails to disclose or suggest the 
fundamental structure of the present invention based on figure 6 of Melvill, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The examiner is not quite sure whether Applicant is considering 
the right reference since there are two Melvill references cited and the one of interest is 
US 2,405,594: as clearly shown in figures 9 and 1 1 the '594 reference in particular 
Melvill '594, the basic structure of the 3 line elements is shown in figure 1 1 and the 
basic structure of the 4 line elements is shown in figure 1 1 . it is not clear what figure A, 
submitted in the response by Applicant, represents. Such figure is neither found in the 
2,405,593 to Melvill nor in the 2,405,594 to Melvill. 

In view of the above remarks, the examiner maintains that claims 1 , 2, 6, 7, 1 1 , 
12, 16 and 17 are anticipated by Melvill '594 and that a prima facie case of obviousness 
has been established as it relates to claims 3-5, 8-10, 13-15 and 18-20.
